CONFESSION OF 


A SALESMAN 


Judge Gives Him Three Years 


Mr Justice A. D. Scholes at 
morning sentenced a 35-yoar-old salesman to three years’ 
gaol on 11 counts of uttering lotters demanding money 


with menaces. 


The judye described the man's 
act as “despicable”, ‘ 

The salesman, Tam Yuu, told 
the Court that it was due to 
diMecult ving circumstances that 
“this silly idea struck my mind.” 

He added that at first he just 
thought writing threatealng 
letters was “quite an ondnary 
thing,” and had not reallsedt the 
seriousness of his acts,

For a Ume there 
was no desire to huve European 
convicts in the stand, ond the 
Government were at a loss where 
fo oend them, It waa provided 
in 1844 that convicts under sen- 
tence of transportation—a  sen- 
tence existing in those days, 
besed on the Indian Penal Code 
which had been itdopted by the 
Crown Colonles—should be sent 
te Van Dicmen's Land. 

‘The following year, however, 
provision was made to accom- 
modate these criminals In the 
Colony itself, yet in 1840 we find 
thet cerlain convicts were sent 
to Scinde and to Penang ond 
Singapore (the latter mainly 
Chinese pirates) suggesting that 
they continued to offer a prob- - 
Iem to the prison authorities, 
Over 40 years later, in 1089, we 
find records of European con- 
viets from Hongkong, util belng 
sent to the Cape of Good Hope, .
